Although my interest in patents goes back before 1941, when 
my first patent issued, I have no knowledge of patent law and 
had never encountered an "abandoned patent application" until 
now. 

The "unavoidable abandonment" of this application results from 
the fact that my wife and 1 reside, at thfc advice of a doctor, 
in the California desert between November and April- When we 
arrived in California this year, we found that our phone number 
had been assigned to someone else. This will explain why I re- 
ceived no word, concerning the application, from the patent 
lawyer between 01/27/2004, when a copy of the Office Communica- 
tion was mailed to me in California and 5/17/04 when I first 
able to access, in New Hamshire, an E-mail from the patent law- 
yre, sent 5/6/04, notifying me that the application had been 
abandoned . 

Not discouraged, I immediately started writing a preliminary 
version of an applicaion which would, hopefully, anticipate the 
examiner's earlier objections.
